W ashington, Ju n e 18.— T he A n ti­ 
saloon League and its guiding force 
W ayne B. W heeler, were placed on 
trial today by a tu rn of events in 
th e special senate com m ittee inves­ 
tigation of prim ary expenditures. 
A fter three h ours’ exam ination of 
W heeler 
had 
brought 
out 
the 
leag u e’s connection w ith prim aries 
in general, C hairm an Reed an n o u n c ­ 
ed th a t the com m ittee would feel it 
necessary to go into every phase of 
th e league’s activities to determ ine 
w h a t influence and money 
it had 
brought to bear upon candidates and 
issues. 
O ther officials of th e national o r­ 
ganization w hich fostered the 18th 
am endm ent and some of its subsidi­ 
ary state organizations, 
w ith 
all 
books of receipts and disbursem ents, 
have been or will be subpoenaed. 
The effect of th is action will be 
v irtu a lly a court trial of the league 
from th e tim e it was organized at 
Oberlin, O., in 1893, until it grewr 
in to a n ational organization. 
Thus far R eed’s exam ination 
of 
W heeler has m erely 
scratched 
the 
surface of m atters he intends to go 
into, b u t it has developed the fol­ 
low ing facts: 
1. 
N ational and state organiza 
tions of the league actively work for 
candidates and state 
organizations 
probably furnish some funds for cam ­ 
paigns. 
2. 
T h e league has employed sen­ 
ato rs and congressm en 
through 
a 
system of “ h o n o rariu m s” to go about 
th e country m ak in g dry speeches for 
dry candidates. 
3. 
The 
natio n al 
organization 
gathered in between 
$150,000 
aqd 
$200,000 in 1925; it supports a pay 
roll of su p erintendents, none of whom 
receive more th an $8,000 a year sal­ 
ary. 
A t the session last night, W heeler 
nam ed Senators Jones, 
republican, 
W ash in g to n ; 
W illis, 
republican, 
Ohio; Fess, republican, Ohio; R obin­ 
son, republican, Indiana, and R epre­ 
sentatives Upshaw, dem ocrat, Geor­ 
gia; Cooper, republican, Ohio; Berke­ 
ley, dem ocrat, K entucky, and Low­ 
ery, dem ocrat, Mississippi, as mem ­ 
bers of congress who had been em ­ 
ployed th ro u g h the league for dry 
speeches. 
He said 
th eir expenses 
w ere paid and local com m ittees gave 
th e m “ ho n o rariu m s.” 
In 
th e 
P ennsylvania 
prim ary, 
W heeler said, his organization was 
unable to un ite on 
one 
senatorial 
candidate alth o u g h he made stre n u ­ 
ous efforts for unification.

Wood filed th e expense statem ent 
w ith the com m ittee and after h a lf an 
h o u r analysis of it in executive ses­ 
sion, Reed said a tru e estim ate of 
expenditures 
could 
not 
be 
made 
w ith o u t explanation. 
Thereupon Wood listed the total 
expenses of his com m ittee for thir­ 
ty-one counties outside of A llegheny 
county, as folows: 
Expenses paid by cash and check 
and sent to county com m ittees, $167,- 
153.38. 
Unpaid bills, $7,854.90.

CHARGE HE DID NOT EXERCISE 
CARE TO EXTINGUISH CAR 
FIRE 


Om aha, Neb., J u n e 18.— (U P ) — 
Several passengers on th e C ontinen­ 
tal Lim ited of the Union Pacific ra il­ 
road on which five persons lost their 
lives w hen a wooden to u rist sleeping 
ca r burned in the Mojave desert in 
Nevada W ednesday were outspoken 
in th eir denunciation of th e way the 
train crew handled the situ atio n on 
th e ir arriv al here today. 
A nxiety of the conductor to keep 
(he train on tim e and the line clear­ 
ed was responsible for th e fire, Geo. 
J. W. W ilson. P hiladelphia, declar­ 
ed and his words were echoed 
by 
G erritt Fisher, Indianapolis, S. H a rt­ 
m an, S anta Monica, Cal., and G. B. 
LaCroix. Long Beach, Cal. 
“ The fire, which was caused by de­ 
fective w iring, was discovered about 
5 A. M. when the train was about 
tw en ty miles from Las Vegas in the 
h ea rt of th e desert,” W ilson said. 
“ The fireman and I tried to put it 
out w ith fire extinguishers, but could 
not reach the blaze because the w ires 
w ere encased in wood. 
T h e conductor refused to let us 
use axes to reach it, ordering 
the 
fireman from the top of th e car and 
th e train to proceed to C rystal Sid­ 
ing. 
“ I told the. conductor th ere w as 
still fire in (he roof but he ordered 
me back to the ch air ear an d signal 
led the engineer to go ahead. 
“ C rystal Siding was 
nine 
miles 
aw ay. 
Several of the passengers 
tried to en ter the blazing car to see 
if all passengers had left it, b u t the 
conductor stationed a porter a t each 
door and kept everybody out. 
“ The speed of th e train fanned the 
flames and by th e tRne wp reached 
th e siding the en tire car was ablase. 
T h ere w ere forty passengers in the 
car. 
M any of them leaped th ro u g h 
w indow s an d w ere cut. 
“ I believe four of the five 
dead 
persons w ere overcome by gas from 
the; 
atuf. weft* jburped to death in 
th e ir berths. 
One, Mrs. J. D. K ing 
of D rum m ond, Mont., was 
on 
her 
honeym oon w ith her husband. 
Both 
escaped from the car but Mrs. K ing, 
being cold, retu rn ed and lost 
her 
life d u rin g the wild ride to the sid. 
ing. 
“ H er husband was taken off the 
tra in a t Salt Lake City in a h a lf­ 
crazed condition.”

trine, caused resentm ent and ap p re­ 
hension In official circles here today.
